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EVENT: REFUSE COLLECTION TRUCK FIRE - SHERMAN WAY 


On Thursday, September 24, 2020 at approximately 1:35 PM, a LA Sanitation and 
Environment (LASAN) Refuse Collection Truck Operator reported that his assigned city 
truck caught on fire while performing collection activities in the neighborhood of 
Sherman Way and Firmament Avenue. LAFD and LAPD were dispatched to the scene, 
as well as a LASAN Refuse Collection Supervisor. Despite LAFD attempts to fully 
extinguish the fire, smoke continued to emit from the load body of the truck. As a 
precaution, the truck was towed out of the area and back to the West Valley District Yard 
with an escort by several LAPD and LAFD units. The load was then ejected at the district 
yard and the remaining fire was extinguished by LAFD. 

No property damage or injuries were reported. 


LA Sanitation and Environment has initiated an investigation into the cause of the fire.
